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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Bruce B. Brunda (Reg. No. 28,497) on 06 September 2005. 
The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 29-46. 69 and 70 are cancelled. 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 4-28, 47-66, 67, 68, 71 and 72 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 68 the most relevant prior art of record such as 

Alameh et al. (6,348,897) discloses a multi-functional antenna system for s credit card- 
sized radio communication device, the radio communication device having components 
embedded within, including a transceiver, a man machine interface, a processor, and 
power supply, and a thin flexible sheet having an antenna embedded therewithin and 
being pivotally connected to the edge of the device, the sheet being pivotable 
substantially adjacent the edge in an unfolded position. Alameh fails to disclose 
wherein the sheet is pivotable substantially adjacent the edge to alternate between 
folded and unfolded positions and sized and configured to cover the man machine 
interface, and generally coplanar with the one device when in the folded position, and 
being generally angularly displaced from the device when in the unfolded position, 
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wherein the sheet is deployable to the unfolded position to facilitate to facilitate 
communication between the device and a single forward channel transmitter base 
station as specifically set forth in claims 1 and 68 and further argued by Applicants in 
the response filed on 25 July 2005. 

With respect to claims 47 and 56, the prior art of record such as Alameh et al 
(6,348,897), Park (5,828,346) and Patel (5,315,636) fails to disclose or fairly suggest a 
credit card-sized wireless communications device in combination with a single high 
powered forward channel transmitter base station that comprises all the limitations as 
specifically set forth in claims 47 and 56. 

With respect to claim 67, the most relevant prior art of record Alameh et al. 
(6,348,897) discloses a communications device comprising a flexible smart card having 
a length, width and thickness similar to the dimensions of a credit card, the card having 
components embedded within including a receiver, an antenna, a man machine 
interface, a processor and a power supply wherein the device communicates with a 
base station. Alameh fails to teach or fairly suggest wherein the antenna comprises a 
center-fed dipole antenna having a first L-shaped portion and a second L-shaped, each 
portion having a long and short leg, the first L-shaped portion, embedded on a thin 
flexible sheet having a length of about 9.6 cm and width of about 6.4 cm the sheet 
hinged to an edge of the smart card, such that the first L-shaped portion may be 
deployed by unfolding the sheet from the smart card, the short legs of the L-shaped 
portions configured in a parallel manner about hinged edge of the smart card and the 
sheet.
